ORDINANCE NO. 

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING ORDINANCE 
NO. 70-1, AS AMENDED, BY ADDING 
A NEW RULE TO THE RULES AND REGULATIONS 
GOVERNING PLAM BEACH INTERNATIONAL 
AIRPORT, TO PROHIBIT ALL OPERATIONS 
INTO OR OUT OF PALM BEACH INTERNATIONAL 
AIRPORT BY AIRCRAFT WHICH EXCEED 
CERTAIN TAKEOFF, SIDELINE, AND APPROACH 
NOISE LEVELS, AS PUBLISHED BY THE 
FEDERAL AVIATION ADMINISTRATION 
IN ADVISORY CIRCULAR 36-1C OR 36-2B, 

BY PROVIDING FOR PERIODIC REVIEW 
OF SUCH RULE; AND BY PROVIDING AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County is the proprietor 
of Palm Beach International Airport ("PBIA"), and 

WHEREAS, complaints and litigation by residents 
of the communities around PBIA, regarding noise impacts 
of aircraft operating at PBIA, are a concern to the 
County, and 

WHEREAS, the County's consultants and airport 
staff have conducted a thorough Noise Abatement and 
Mitigation Study, with extensive participation by citizens 
of the noise-affected communities and by representatives 
of the aviation industry, which study has recommended 
certain operational controls to lessen the impact of 
aircraft noise in the communities around PBIA, and 

WHEREAS, the County's consultants, airport staff, 
and the Board of County Commissioners deem the controls 
imposed by this ordinance to be necessary to achieve 
the noise abatement goal established by the Development 
Order for PBIA, as established by Palm Beach County 
Resolution No. R-82-199, and, together with the other 
measures recommended by the Noise Abatement and Mitigation 
Study, to be the most efficient means of achieving that 
goal with the least incidental impact on commerce, and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners finds 
this ordinance to be in the best interests of the citizens 
of Palm Beach County, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF 


COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA:

Section 1 . Section VII(L) of the Rules and Regu¬ 
lations governing PBIA, as previous enacted by Ordinance 
No. 70-1, as amended, is hereby further amended by adding 
thereto the following new rule subsection, to be numbered 
9: 

"9. Noise Exposure Limits. Until January 1, 
1988, no airplane which exceeds any of the following 
maximum noise levels, as published in Advisory Circular 
36-1C or 36-2B of the Federal Aviation Administration 
(or later version of said circular) may be operated 
at Palm Beach International Airport at any time: 

"(a) Takeoff: 108 EPNdB 
"(b) Sideline: 108 EPNdB 
"(c) Approach: 111 EPNdB 

"Effective January 1, 1988, no airplane which 
exceeds any of the following maxium noise levels, as 
published in Advisory Circular 36-1C of 36-2B of the 
Federal Aviation Administration (or later version of 
said circular) may be operated at Palm Beach International

"Any air carrier or other person wishing to schedule 
or conduct operations of a airplane type or model for 
which no maximum effective perceived noise level on 
takeoff, sideline, and approach are stated in F.A.A. Advisory 
Circular 36-1C or 36-2B (or later version of said circulars) 
must provide evidence satisfactory to the Director of 
the Department of Airports that such airplane type or 
model, when operated at the gross weight at which the 
particular aircraft is certificated by the F.A.A. to 
be operated, will generate a maximum effective perceived 
noise levels not greater than those stated above, estimated 
by a methodology consistent with that used in deriving 
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the sound levels stated in F.A.A. Advisory Circular 
36-1C or 36-2B (or later version of said circulars). 

"This rule shall not apply to military aircraft 
or to public aircraft, as defined in Title 14, Section 
1.1, Code of Federal Regulations." 

Section 2 . Not later than July 1, 1986, and 

each succeeding July 1 thereafter, the Director shall 

submit to the Board of County Commissioners a report 

stating the recommendations, if any, of the Department 

of Airports, for revising the Rule enacted by this Ordinance 

to reflect changes in circumstances during the preceding 

year. The Director shall also notify the Board of County 

Commissioners of any publication of any updated version 

of Advisory Circular 36-1C or 36-2B, or of any amendment

to the County's F.A.R. Part 150 Noise Compatibility 
Program, as soon as practicable after such publication 
or amendment. 

Section 3 . If any portion of this Ordinance 
shall be adjudicated invalid for any reason, it is the 
intent of the Board of County Commissioners that the 
remaining portions of this Ordinance shall nevertheless 
be given effect. 

Section 4 . This Ordinance shall take effect 
on August 1, 1985.
